Response to the March 1 7, 2008 Restriction 

Remarks 

Claims 1, 3, 5-17, 75-1 16 are pending in this application, and are subject to two species 
elections as stated in the November 8, 2007 Restriction. First, the Examiner states that the first 
species restriction is the means to transport fuel to the third reaction chamber: Species A (a 
pump), Species B (a wicking material), or Species C (other fuel transport means, e.g., an open 
pipe). Second, the Examiner states that the second species is the means to transport the fuel, 
i.e., hydrogen, to the fuel cell: Species 1 (a membrane) or Species 2 (a pipe). 

Applicants appreciate the telephone discussion with Examiner Hodge on July 9* to 
discuss the present restrictions. Applicants hereby confirm the oral election with traverse of 
Species A (pump) and Species 1 (a membrane) made during the telephone conversion. The 
grounds for traverse have been fully addressed in Applicants' Election dated May 15, 2008, 
and are incorporated herein by reference in their entireties. 

Examiner Hodge also stated during the telephone call that only claims 1, 3, 5-17, 75-78 
and 91 read on this election. Applicants have withdrawn all the other claims with traverse. 
Hence, as agreed by Examiner Hodge, this Election is responsive to his Restrictions. 

Applicants submit that withdrawn dependent claims 80 and 81 which depend on claim 
1 and are not related to species A/B/C or species 1/2 should also be examined. 

Withdrawn independent claim 82 is generic to species A/B/C and recites species 1 
should also be examined. Its withdrawn dependent claims 83-90 should also be examined for 
the same reasons. 

Withdrawn independent claim 92 is generic to species A/B/C and further recites a 
pressure differential device, which the Examiner in the Restriction dated March 17, 2008, 
includes the membrane should also be examined. Its withdrawn dependent claims 93, 95-99 
should also be examined for the same reasons. Claim 99 specifically recites species A. 

Withdrawn independent claim 1 12 is generic to species A/B/C and generic to species 
1/2 and therefore should be also examined. Its withdrawn dependent claims 113-116 should be 
examined for the same reasons. 

Applicants respectfiilly request that the Examiner makes the current Restrictions final. 
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Applicants believe that no other fees are due in connection with the submission of this 
Response other than a petition for three additional one-month extensions (second, third and 
fourth month) of time to respond. A fee of $1,520 ($1640 less $120 previously paid) is 
attached and is paid with traverse . The period to respond to the Restriction dated March 17, 
2008 should have been tolled, and three additional one-month extension fees should not have 
been assessed, because the Applicants submitted a bona fide response on May 15, 2008 to a 
Restriction requirement that was not clear. If any other fees are due, however, AppUcants 
hereby authorize the Commissioner to charge the appropriate fees to The H.T. Than Law 
Group, Deposit Account No. 50-1980.
